§ 4234.  DEPRESSANT, STIMULANT, AND NARCOTIC DRUGS 17 

(a)  Possession. 18 

(1)  A person knowingly and unlawfully possessing a depressant, 19 

stimulant, or narcotic drug, other than heroin or cocaine, shall be imprisoned 20 
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not more than one year or fined not more than $2,000.00, or both.  For 1 

purposes of this subdivision, a narcotic drug shall not include buprenorphine. 2
